B j th« Issuance of United States Bonds 
»t » liow Kuto of Interest—Free CoJn- 
AS« of 
Silver Vlfforoasly Denounced« 
Vcuezuela and Cuba« 


"WASHiNaTON, Doc. 4.—Tho president's 
inossiigo was transmitted to congress yes- 
terday, It is a dooumout of nearly 15,000 
worda, and deals mainly with questions of 
finance. 
The message Is in substance as 
follows: 


Speaking of our relations with France, 
the president says they continue cordial, 
''with tlie exception that a full explana- 
tion of the treatment of John L. Waller 
by tho expeditionary military authorities 
of Franco still remains to bo given. It Is 
confidently expected that some satisfactory 
solution of the matter will shortly be 
reaohod." 


Regarding Groat Britain's Behring sea 
claims the president says: **The under- 
standing by which the United States wag 
to pay, and Groat Britain to receive, a 
lump sum of ^S5,000 in full settlement of 
all British claims for damages arising 
from our seizure of British sealing vessels 
unauthoi'lzod under tho award of the Paris 
tribunal of arbitration, was not confirmed 
by tho laßt congress, which declined to 
make the necessary appropriation. 
I am 
still of the opinion that this arrangement 
was a judicious and advantageous one for 
tho government, and I earnestly recom- 
mend that it bo again considered and 
sanctioned. 
If, however, this does not 
meet with the favor of congress, it cer- 
tainly will hardly dissent from arbitration 
as tho only other alternative. 
A treaty of 
arbitration has therefore been agreed upon, 
and will be immediately laid before tho 
senate, so that In ono of the modes sug- 
gested a final settlement may be reached. 


This government's part In tho boundary 
disputo between Groat Britain and Vene- 
jcuelais touched upon as follows: "Last 
July a dispatch was addressed to our am- 
bassador at London for communication to 
the British government, In which the atti- 
tude of the United States was fully and 
distinctly set forth. Tho general conclu- 
sions therein reached and formulated are 
in substance that the traditional and es- 
tablished policy of this government is 
firmly opposed to a forcible increase by 
any European power of Its territorial pos- 
sessions on this continent; that this policy 
Is as well founded In principle as it is 
strongly supported by numerous prece- 
dents; that as a consequence the United 
States is bound to protest against the en- 
largement of tho area of British Guiana in 
derogation of tho rights and against tlxo 
will of Venezuela; that, considering tho 
disparity in strength of Great Britain and 
Venezuela, the territorial dispute between 
them cad be reasonably settled only by 
friendly and impartial arbitration. Tho an- 
swer of tho British government has not yet 
been received, but It is expected shortly." 


If legislation can reach "the vicious 
padrone system" of Controlling 
immi- 
grants, tho president says it should be at- 
tempted. 


Concerning Cuba, the president says: 
'^Whatever may be the traditional sym- 
pathy of our countrymen as individuals 
with a people who seem to be struggling 
for larger autonomy and greater freedom, 
deepened as such sympathy 
naturally 
must be in behalf of our neighbors, yet 
the plain duty of their government Is to 
observe in good faith the recognized obli- 
gations of international relation.shlp. 


Touching upon the troubles in Turkey, 
the message declares that no efforts have 
been spared In tho behalf of Americans In 
the Ottoman empire, and their protection 
in person and property has been earnestly 
and vigorously enforced by every means 
in our power. 


Iteform in tho consular servlco is re- 
viewed and legislation Is asked for provid- 
ing for consular inspection, and the presi- 
dent also recommends that our represent- 
atives at foreign courts be provided by tho 
government with oillclal x'esidimces. 


The Nation's Finances. 


Turning from his review of our foreign 
relations, tho president takes up the nar 
tional linanclai situation. Ho says that 
tho supplanting of the McKinley by tho 
"Wilson tariff and the repeal of tho com- 
pulsory silver piu'cliasiug net, while im- 
portant and benelicejit, 
far short of 
cui'ing the monetary evils frojn which wo 
suffer as a result of long indulgence in 
ill advised financial expedients." 


Tho president then enters upon a lengthy 
review of the country's recent 
finuucial 
history, witJi particular attention to tho 
dUUculty that has been experienced in 
keeping tho gold reserve above the danger 
mark^ He says that "after increasing our 
interest bearing bonded ijidebtedness more 
than $lü^,OUU,üUü to savo our gold reserve, 
W0 aro nearly where we sturted, having 
now in such resurye $7y,yii3,yfJü, as against 
in li'ebruary, IdUl, when tho 
first bonds were issued," 


Tho secretary of tho treasury reports 
that "from Jan. 1, 1879, to July 14, llj'JD. a 
period of more than olevon years, only a 
little over 
was withdrawn, and 


that between July 14, li>yU, the date of the 
passage of the law for an increased pur- 
chase of sllve/, and Dec. 1, 
or within 
iyjijj than five and a iuilf 
thero was 


withdrawn nearly f.S75.0iR>,000, making a 
total of more than $403,000.000 drawn from 
the treasury in gold slnco Jan. 1, 1879, tho 
date fijced lu 1875 for tho retirement of tho 
United States notes." 


"Nearly $337,000,000 of gold thus with- 
drawn has boon paid out on those United 
States notes, and yet every ono of tho 
1340.000,000 is still unoallol^ and ready to 
•orvlco in future gold dpplotlons. Moro 
than i76,000,0u0 in gold has. since their 
creation in 1890, been paid- out from tho 
treasury upon tho notes giron on the pur- 
ohase of sllvor by tho government, and yet 
thowholo, amounting to •155,000,000. ex- 
cept a little more than $16,000,000, which 
has been retired by exchanges for silver at 
tho request of tho holders, remains out- 
Btandlngaudproparedto join their older 
and more experienced allies in future raids 
upon tho treasury's gold reserve. 


"In other words, the government has 
paid in gold moro than nine-tenths of its 
United States notes, and still owes them 
all. It has paid In gold about one-half 
of Its notes given for silver purchases 
without extinguishing by such payment 
one dollar of those notes. 


Oreenbncka Should b s Retired. 


" l a m convinced tho only thorough and 
nraotlcable remedy for our troubles is 
found in the retirement and cancellation 
of our United States notes, commonly 
called greenbacks, and tho outstanding 
treasuiy notes issued by tho government 
In payment of silver purchases under tho 
|M3t of 1890. 
' "I believe this could bo quite readify ao- 
complished by tho exchange of these notes 
for United States bonds of small as well 
as large denominations, bearing a low rato 
of interest. 


"They should be long term bonds, thus 
infcreasing their desirability 
as Invest- 
ments, and because their payment could 
be well postponed to a period far removed 
from present financial burdens and peiv 
plexitlos, when with increased prosperity 
and resources they would be more easily 
met. 


"To further insure the cancellation of 
these notes and also provide a way by 
which gold may bo added to our currency 
In lieu of them, a feature in the plans 
should be an authority -given to the secre- 
tary of the treasury to dispose of the bonds 
abroad if necessary to complete the con- 
templated redemption axjd. cancellation, 
)ermlttlng him to use tho proceeds of such 
)onds to take up and cancel any of the 
notes that may be in the treasury or that 
may be received by tho government on any 
account. The Increase of our bonded debt 
involved in this plan would be amply com- 
pensated by renewed activity and enter- 
prise in all business circles, the restored 
confidence at home, the reinstated faith In 
our monetary strength abroad, and the 
stimulation of every interest and industry. 


B a n k Tax Should bo Reduced* 


"Tho currency withdrawn by the rotlro- 
ment of the United States notes and* treas- 
ury notes, amounting to probably less 
than $48(5,000,000, might be supplied by 
such gold as would be used on their retire- 
ment or by an increase in tho circulation 
of our national banks. I think they should 
be allowed to Issue circulation equal to 
the par value of the bonds they deposit to 
secure It, and that tho tax on their circu- 
lation should be reduccd to one-fourth of 
1 per cent., which would undoubtedly 
meet all the expense the government In- 
curs on their account. In addition, they 
should be allowed to substitute or deposit, 
in lieu of tho bonds nrw required as se- 
curity for their circulation, those which 
would be Issued for tho purpose of retiring 
the United States and treasury notes. The 
banks already existing, if they desired to 
avail themselves of the provision of law 
thus modified, could issue circulation in 
addition to that already outstanding. 


"I do not overlook the fact that th» 
cancellation of tho treasury notes Issued 
under the silver purchasing act of 18i)0 
would leave tho treasury in tho actual 
ownership of sufSclent silver, Including 
seigniorage, to coin nearly §178,000,000 in 
standard dollars. It is worthy of consid- 
eration whether this might nob, fromtimo 
to time, be converted into dollars or frac- 
tional coin and slowly put into circula- 
tion, as In the judgment of the secretary 
of tho treasury tho necessities of tho coun- 
try should require. 


"Whatever is attempted should bo en- 
tered upon fully appreciating tho fact that 
by careless, easy descent we have reached 
a dangerous depth, and that our ascent 
will not bo accojjiplished without laborious 
toll and struggle. We shall bo wise if we re- 
alize that wo are financialif ill and that our 
restoration to health iuixy require heroic 
treatmentand unpleasant remedies." 


Further on tiie president says; 
"Inasmuch as the witlidrawal of our 
gold has resulted largely from fright, 
there is nothing apparent tliat will pre- 
vent its continuance or recurrence, witli 
its natural consequences, except such a 
change in our financial methods as will re- 
assure the frightened aiul make tlie dosiro 
for gold less intenso. it is not clear how 
an increase in revenue, unless it be in 
gold, can satisfy those whose only anxi- 
ety is to gain gold from the government's 
store. 
It cannot, therefure, be safe to 
rely upon increased revenuiiS as a euro 
for our i}reseut troubles. 


A Ueuunclation of Free Coinage. 


"Many of my countrymen, whose sin- 
cerity 1 do not doubt, insist that tho euro 
for the ills now threatening us may bo 
found in the single and sirnxjle remedy of 
the free coinage of silvei*. 


"Those who Ijieliove that our independent 
free coiniige of silver at an artifiuial ratio 
^vith gold at 10 to 1 would restore tht)- par- 
ity betweyn the naotals, g-nd coiwequenti^ 


between the coins, oppose an unsupported 
and improbable theory to tho general be- 
lief and practico of other nations, and to 
the teaching of tho wisest statesman and 
economists of tho world, both in tho past* 
and present, and. what is far more con- 
clusive, they run counter to our own ac- 
tual experienco. 


"Twlco In our earlier history our law- 
makers lu attempting to establish 
bl» 
metallic currency undertook free coinage 
upon a ratio which accidon tally Marled 
from tho actual relativo values of tho two 
metals not moro than 3 per cent. In both 
cases, notwithstanding greater dilileultlos 
and cost of transportation than nowoxist, 
tho coins, whose intrinsic worth was un- 
dervalued at tho ratio, gradually 
and 
surely disappeared from our circulation 
and wortt to otlior countries, whore their 
real value was better roco^iiized. 


"Acts of congress wore Impotent to oro- 
ate equality wliero natural causes decreed 
even a slight Inequality," 


Tho attempt by tho United States to 
raise all silver to its lost ratio with gold 
would be, tho president declares, "tho sig- 
nal for tho complete departure of gold 
from our circulation, the Immodlato and 
large contraction of our circulating me- 
dium, and a shrinkage in tho real value 
and monetary eilicloncy of all other forms 
of currency as they settled to tho level 
of silver monomotallism. Every ono who 
receives a fixed salary and every worker 
for wages would find tho dollar in liis 
hand ruthlessly scaled down to the point 
of bitter disappointment, if not to pinch- 
ing privation. 


W o u l d Demolish the Credit System. 
"A change in our standard to silver 
monometallism would also bring on a col- 
lapse of tho entire system of credit. 


"I will not bellove that the American 
people can be persuaded after sober delib- 
eration to jeopardize their nation's pres- 
tige and proud standing by encouraging 
financial nostrums, nor that they will 
yield to the falso allurements of cheap 
money when they realize that it must re- 
sult in the weakening of that financial in- 
tegrity and rectitude which thus far in our 
history has been so devotedly cherished as 
one of the traits of true Americanism, 


"I have ventured to express myself on 
this subject with earnestness and plainness 
of speech because I cannot rid myself of 
the belief that thero hirks In tho proposi- 
tion for the free coinage of silver, so 
strongly approved aud so enthusiastically 
advocated by a multitude of niy country- 
men, a serious menace to our i)ro3perity 
and an insidious temptation to our people 
to wander from tho allegiance they owe to 
public and private integrity." 


In conclusion Mr. Cleveland urges con- 
gress to "promptly and effectivuly con- 
sider tho ills of our financial plight. 
I 
have suggested a remedy which my judg- 
ment approves. I desire, howovor, to as- 
sure tho congress that 1 am jirepared to 
co-operate with them In perfecting any 
other measure promising thorough and 
practical relief,"

This charge is made by H. C, 
McDonald and Alderman John Powers, 
and is sustained by tho newly olected 
chairman of the county central committee, 
Thomas Gahan. The Democratic admin- 
istration of tho central committee, born 
out of the assassination of Carter Harrison, 
Is charged with having taken tho money 
for their own personal benefit, involving 
in its expenditure trips taEurope to West 
Baden and to Hot Springs, and tho build- 
ing of various expensive residences in dif-» 
ferent parts of tho city.

A movement of population from the 
cities back into tho country is noted 
in Minnesota. 
The Minneapolis Tri- 
bune regards this recession in urban 
growth ns an encouraging sign, and so 
it probably is. We shall be much sur- 
prised if our own Massachusetts census 
does not exhibit a similar population 
movement in progress here. 
All over 
the country the drift to the cities has 
been too general and o:tfccnsive for a 
decade and a half joast to meet the de- 
mands of a natural and healthful ad- 
justment between populations engaged 
in agriculture and poi3illations en- 
gaged in manufacturing, transi^orta- 
tion and professional and jDorsonal ser- 
vices. 
The latter avenues of employ- 
ment have been terribly overcrowded 
and the coming on of hard times has 
comiDelled something of a halt in this 
remarkable march of the population 
to the cities. 
Fifty years ago econo- 
mists estimated that about one-half of 
tho working xjopulation of a country 
which was self-suliicient in all lines of 
industry would be needed on the farms 
to establish a healty industrial equi- 
librium. 
Since then there has been 
such improvement in machinery for 
farm woric and its apijlication 
in 
America to such advantage on broad 
areas of rich virgin soil as to material- 
ly modify this estimate for tho United 
States in iDarticular. 
That is to say, 
tho same number of men engaged on 
the soil can to-day produce a much 
larger quantity of food and raw ma- 
terial for manufacturing than they 
oould fifty years ago. But since Amer- 
ica is producing a vastly larger quan- 
tity of food and raw material than it 
uses—is doing agricultural work for a

HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS. 
A NEW CURATIVE POWER. 


BRUSHES, 


Kitchen brushes can be put to a va- 
riety of uses. 
For the washing of 
dishes with handles, the outside of 
iron kettles and other cooking utensils 
made of iron, they are especially ser- 
viceable, 
The smaller sizes are also 
excellent for cleaning cut glass ware; 
in fact, any kind of ware with raised 
figures or corrugated surfiices. 
For 
cleaning a grater nothing is superior 
to one of these little brushes. 


Such a brush is also most useful for 
washing celory or lettuce, as the u»- 
even surfaces of the stalk and leaves 
make a thorough cleansing with the 
bands a diiBcult operation. 
Then if 
one uses a brush with handle, ice 
water, which adds to the crispness of 
the celery and lettuce, may be used 
for the cleaning, as there will be no 
necessity for putting the hands in the 
water. 
A small whisk broom ia also 
valuable for the same purpose. 


Such vegetables as potatoes, tur- 
nips, etc., are best cleaned with a 
brush. 
It makes work less disagreea- 
ble, as the hands need not be soiled; 
and in no other way can the cleaning 
be so well and taoroughly done,—

nOinNT BREAD. 


A noted New Orleans housekeeper 
with Woman's World and Work said 
she was quite interested in the query 
of a Natchitoches "Country House- 
keeper," with reference to the making 
of corn meal bread with sour milk and 
the receipt given. 
Continuing the 
talk of housekeeping receipts gener- 
ally, this lady, whose table is known 
as one of the daintiest and most pala- 
table in New Orleaup. gave me one of 
her own excellent receipts for the 
making of corn or hominy bread, which 
I reproduce for the special benefit of 
Qot only ''country housekeepers," but 
of city readers also. 


Take three cups of boiled grits, one 
cup of corn meal, two eggs and two 
teuspoonfuls of yeast jDOwder. 
Beat 
well together, bake and serve hot with 
country butter. 


"And by the way," continued this 
interesting housekeeper, 
"I always 
have made my own yeast powder for 
the past twenty years, and will give 
you my home recipe, which is unfail- 
ing in the proportions I have given 
for hominy bread. 
Take one pound 
of fiodaandtwo of cream of tartar and 
sift them thoroughly together three 
times. 
In using Hour, the proportions 
are two teaspoonfuls to a pint of Hour." 
—New Orleans Picayune. 


HEOIPES. 


Potatoes—Oook email potatoes in 
the jackets. 
Heat a lump of butter in 
a skillet, peel potatoes and throw in 
the butter; cover and shake till the 
potatoes look mealy. 


Prizzled Beef—Shred beef, pour 
over it cold water and let come to a 
boil (must not boil, as it toughens), 
pour off this water, add milk, a little 
pepper, butter, a well-beaten egg and 
thicken with smooth paste of flour, 


Floating Island—Ono quart milk 
set in sauce pan, let almost boil; beat 
yolks of four eggs, one cui) sugar, one 
tablespoonful 
cornstarch 
together. 
Pour in the milk and let boil until it 
thickens, 
Plavor when cold. 
Beat 
the whites very light with a little pow- 
dered sugar, lay by the spoonful upon 
boiling water for two or three 
min- 
utes, and then place on custard, drop- 
ping a little jelly on each. 


Cornstarch Pudding—Boil oqe pint 
milk with tvio heaping tables2)oons of 
sugar and some salt. 
When boiling 
stir in two tablespoons of cornstarch 
mixea with some water; stir till well 
ccoked and thick. 
liemove from lire 
and stir slowly into it two well-beaten 
eggs; put on fire till eggs are cooked, 
flavor with vanilla and cool. 
Serve 
with preserves or gravy made in the 
following way: 
Boiling water one 
gill, good sweet jelly one-half cup, tea- 
spoon cornstareii mixed 
with 
cold 
water, juice of half a lemon and the 
jeUow riud of one lemop, grated« 


Tho Fact Demonstrated noforo the 
Now York Acadomy of Mcdicino 
—A Doctor's Kxporhnont. 


I l l 
HE New York Academy 
of 
Medicine, Section of Neuro- 
logy, is deeply interested in 
the experiments being con- 
ducted by J, Arthur Booth to demon- 
strate the value of hyiiuotism in the 
cure of disease. 
Dr. Booth's work, 
say tho Now York 
Recorder, 
has 
been done in his private practice 
among patients of his own or those 
which have been sent to him by other 
physicians. 
Dr. Booth, at a meeting 
of the Academy of Medicine on Satur- 
day evening, gave a practical demon- 
stration of his methods of applying 
the hypnotic treatment. 
He was ac- 
companied by a very pretty young 
woman, a member of a well-known 
family, who had consented to act as a 
subject for experiment before the mem- 
bers of the Academy. 
She had been 
Dr. Booth's patient, and had been 
cured of a very annoying malady by 
hypnotism. 
The technical name of 
the disease is mydriasis, which is a 
morbid dilation of the pupil. 
It was 
confined largely to her right eye at 
first, but when the right eye was im- 
proved the disease extended to the 
left eye, and the treatment was given 
regularly until both eyes were re- 
stored to a normal condition. 


The young woman seemed to be 
greatly amused at the interest taken 
in her. 
Dr, "Booth, after explaining 
the nature of her case, 
stepped 
in 
front of the woman and held a bright 
key several feet from her eyes. 
He 
directed her to fix her gaze on the 
key, and slowly moved toward her. A 
calm, peaceful expression came upon 
her face in less than a minute, and the 
key was brought so close to her eyes 
that they became crossed. 
Dr. Booth 
passed his left hand gently across her 
forehead several timps, talking to her 
quietly, and her head slowly drooped 
until it nearly touched her left shoul- 
der, 
Her breathing became heavy, as 
if she were in a deep slumber. 
She 
was examined by the physicians near 
her, and they were all satisfied that 
she was sleeping and under the con- 
trol of Dr, Booth. 


The operator said the woman was 
then in the first stage of the hypnotic 
sleep, and in the condition where she 
could be influenced by the suggestions 
which are used in the jilace of drugs 
to euro disease. 
He raised her arm, 
and at his suggestion it became rigid. 
She could not move it. 
Dr. Nammack, 
who was inclined to be a bit skeptical 
and possesses more 
than 
average 
strength, found that it required the 
exercise of all his power to lower the 
arm to the woman's side. 
When he 
released it it flew u^j as if it were on a 
spring. 
Then Dr. Booth told the 
woman that her arm was limp and 
lifeless and she could not raise it. Her 
arm fell to her side, and it seemed to 
be without feeling. 


Dr. Booth then explained that the 
practical cure of disease was made in 
the same way as tho suggestions in re- 
lation to the condition of her arm. 
The 
patients were told while in a 
hypnotic spell that they did not have 
the disease from which they were suf- 
fering, and upon being restored to a 
normal condition the disease (if tho 
patient is sensitive to the hypnotic 
power) disapi^ears. 


Dr, Booth has treated five cases of 
hysteria, four women and one man, 
which induced the patients to simu- 
late blindness in one or both 
eyes. 
They were all put under the influence 
of hypnotism by Dr. Booth from six 
to twelve times, and four of them were 
completely cured simply by hypnotic 
suggestion. 
They were 
told that 
nothing was the matter with 
their 
eyes, and when their minds were capa- 
ble of appreciating 
their 
condition 
they were cured. 
While undergoing 
the hypnotic treatment for the eyes, 
one of the jiatienta got rid of a tape- 
worm, 
Hypnotism failed to cure one 
of the patients for tne reason that she 
had been so long under the menial 
impression that she was blind that the 
disease was actually established. 


great many of us," said Dr, 
Booth, 
*'are prone to look 
upon 
hypnotism as either belonging to the 
domain of quackery, or believing that 
it requires some special ¡^ower, hesi- 
tate to take advantage of this method 
of treatment. 
The time has now 
passed for any such argument, and any 
physician who will take the trouble 
to study the subject will obtain satis- 
factory results in certain cases. 
We 
possess in suggestive therapeutics an 
important aid in the treatment of cer- 
tain morbid conditions, but just how 
valuable this may be cannot be esti- 
mated until it is more generally used 
and the results reported. 
Instead of 
waiting and trying other 
methods 
first, I would recommend the trial by 
hypnotism. 
The use of hypnotism by 
the intelligent physician, in the cure 
of certain morbid conditions, does not 
produce any bad effects, notwithstand- 
ing reports to the contrary."

Saloon Keepers 
Liability 


Th# Supreme Court of this State, 
Monday, decided that a saloon keep- 
er is liable for damages in the case 
of injuries received from the sale of 
liquor to intoxicated persons The de- 
cision of the court was rendered in 
the suit of Caroline Davis against Fe- 
hx Knight, a saloon keeper, appealed 
from the Common Pleas Court of Al- 
legheny county, to recover damages 
for her husband's death 
The allega- 
tion of the plaintiff was that the de- 
fendant sold her husband liquor un- 
til he became intoxicated, and that,in 
consequence, he fell into a gutter full 
of water and laid there, thereby con 
tracting pneumonia from which he 
died. 


A jury gave Mrs. Davis substan- 
tial dajnages, and the case was ap. 
pealed ty the Supreme Court. The de- 
fense made by the saloon keeper was 
that tho liquor was not the proximate 
cause o'dettth,and while Davis drank 
he drank voluntarily.

Attention at VVaEhington. 
He said, in 
effect, that England was in no dandier 
50 long as the tide continued toward 
America. 
Out of 43,000 
Russians 
landed at Hull 41,000 went to the 
United States. 


During February there was an in- 
crease of over 36 percent, in the num- 
ber of immigrants commg to this coun- 
tiy, and this increase was nearly all 
from countries that contributed the 
least desirable elements to our popula- 
tion. 
The gain in Russian immigra- 
tion was 144 percent.; in the immigra 
tion from Austria-Hungary 45 per ct., 
and from Germany 30 per cent. But 
the immigrants coming from Germany 
and 
Austria were 
largely 
Hebrews. 
Theie was a gain of i per cent, from 
Italy. 
Twenty-one ex convicts came 
recently in one Italian steamer. Two, 
who admitted having committed mur- 
ders, were sent back, but the other 
nineteen admitted 
only having com- 
mitted minor oflfenses and they were 
allowed to remain. 
This shows the 
class of immigranis now coming to the 
United Stales. 


It is difficult to believe that in the 
enlightened State of Ohio a communi- 
ty can be found sn intolerant as to per 
mil the murder of a person whose only 
offense was that his skin was black. 
The fact has been officially confirmed 
however, the killing having occurred in 
Milleisburg, Holmes county. 
Though 
midway between Columbus and Cleve 
land, Holmes county is traversed by 
only one railroad, is fifty years behind 
the rest of the stale, and its mountain- 
ous aiea is populated 
chiefly by the 


Amish sect and a class of ignorant 
whites. 


Not a negro can be found within its 


boundaries, and every Ohio colored 
man considers that to enter the county 
is to lake his life in his hands. A strange 
negro entered Millersburg last week. 
It is alleged that he'^sneaked around 
town," that he '«stared at people," and 
comiiHlted similar grave misdemeanors 
against the people and dignity of the 
Slate, 
But it does not appear that he 


perpetrated any crime or even told his 
name. 


'J'his negro was found on Saturday 
morning hanging lifeless irom a tree in 
the square in front of the courthouse. 
Some citizens heard noises during the 
night, but no questions were asked and 
none will be asked. It is taken qu'te 
as a matter of course that this negro 
should have been hanged, and the cor 
oner is satisfied to declare that he 
cannot learn the cause 6i death and 
will make no post mortem examination. 
The body was given to local physicians.

How the lieffal Decrees Are Carried 
Out In Cuba, 
France» 
Spain, 
Clilna and Elsewhere. 


ROBABLY moro legal execu- 
tions occur in Cuba at pres- 
ent, according to the New 
York Herald, than in any 
country in the world, but there are 
no professional executioners in that 
war-ridden island. Qarroting in Cuba, 
although under tho requirements of 
Spanish law, is a very rare occur- 
rence. 
Tho circumstances must be 
very grave before a Cuban judge will 
sentence a prisoner to death; not from 
any sentiment, but from the fact that 
powerful pressure is usually brought 
to bear by the friends of a condemned 
man upon tho judiciary. 
General 
Campos has firmly objected to the re- 
vivel of tho garrote as a means of pun- 
ishment for rebels caught under arms, 
although a sfcronir effort was made by 
Cuban tories to have the barbarous 
relic brought to use again. 
The gar- 
rote has been considered barbarous 
because of the horrible spectacle it 
makes of a victim dying under its 
grip. 
After the victim is secured in 
the chair, and the "cravat" placed 
around his neck—the cravat being the 
band which presses agair^st his throat 
—tho executioner gives a sudden half 
turn to the garrote handle, and almost 
instantly a screw punctures the neck 
at the back and grinds into the verte- 
brae, breaking the bone and piercing 
the marrow canal. 
For an instant the 
body of the victim shivers, trembles 
and stiiTens, as if suffering intense 
agony. 
This lasts but an instant, for 
death comes as soon as the screw has 
broken his neck. 
There is no profes- 
sional garroter in Cuba. 
That office 
is always performed by some attache 
of the prison where the execution is to 
take place. 
There is the usual Sjoan- 
ish accompaniment of priests and pla- 
toons of soldiers.

the executions in Cuba, being of a 
military character, are by the bullet, 
and sometimes the poor marksmanship 
of the soldiers makes the scene far 
' more painful than if the prisoner were 
guillotined. 


There is probably no 
legitimate 
trade followed by man more repulsive 
and abhorrent to the average person 
; than that of professional executioner. 
1 No matter how jolly and light hearted 
, they may be, no matter how they may 
' go to church and pray and mingle 
with their neighbors, they are always 
regarded as living haunted lives and 
sleeping in the company of headless 
' ghosts. 
' 
In this State, where condemned 
I 
» 
, 


I prisoners are executed by electricity, 
- the man who turns on the current 
stands in another room and is jjublic- 
' ly unknown. 
This makes the lot of 
the executioner a comparatively easy 
one. 


In Scotland the duty of witnessing 
executions is imposed on the civic 
uiagistracy, one of whom attends for 
this purpose. 
Since 1847 Edinburgh 
has had no regular executioner, but 
depends one the London executioner, 
who is hired iojc the occasion. 
For- 
merly this personage was William 
Oalcraft, It is related of Calcraft 
that he himself, together with his 
father and brother, was imprisoned in 
the Tower and condemned to death. 
Nobody could be found willing to car- 
ry out the sentence. 
Finally Calcraft 
himsel offered to execute his father 
and brother, 2^rovided he was given 
his freedom. 
Tho compact was made, 
and the father and brother were duly 
executed. 
Calcraft was then 
made 
regular executioner and traveled all 
over Eogland m the iierformunce of 
bis duties. He never seemed to worry 
over public opinion, but rather en- 
joyed tho notoriety he gained. 
He 
amassed a snug little fortune from his 
peculiar trade. 


Besides the usual fees of £1 per 
month as a retainer, the English ex- 
ecutioner received £10 for every ex- 
ecution. 
In addition to this the Eng- 
lish executioners from early times 
have claimed the clothes of the ex- 
ecuted as a i^erquisite. 


So uumerous were the public ex- 
ecutions in England in former times 
that almost every town and county 
had an executioner as an acknowledged 
officer of justice, with a salary. 
On 
many noteworthy occasions special 
executioners were employed. 
When 
Charles I, was put to death the execu- 
tioners concealed their faces under 
visors, but this was n:ore in the way 


with the greatest good nature. 
Thie, 
however, was before the days of the 
anarchists. Since the latter have mon- 
opolized the guillotine French execu- 
tions have lost many of the features 
that made them so characteristic. 
Nowadays fearstricken crowds press 
against the barriers t*\at used to keep 
mobs of merrymakers back. 
The pre- 
eentiment that something may happen 
fills every mind. 


The scenes at these political execu- 
tions are in strange contrast with what 
takes place at the foot of tho guillo- 
tino when a •'passional" criminal is 
hurried into eternity amid the gibes 
of a French crowd. 
On tho latter oc- 
casions vice-bought elegance and ab- 
ject misery rub elbows in the struggle 
to catch a glimpse of the spot where 
tho execution is to take place. In these 
executions M. Deibler, the i^rcsent 
Paris executioner, is pro-eminent, and 
does his work with an easy good na- 
ture that is fascinating. 


The office of executioner iu Spain is 
not regarded with undue aversion by 
the masses. 
The executions are per- 
formed with great ceremony, but are 
seldom in public, although squads of 
soldiery are almost invariably drawn 
up around the garrote. 
The Spanish 
executioner has a far less repulsive 
job than that of his French brother. 
A simple twist of a screw and the pris- 
oner's neck is dislocated by a sharp 
metal point that enters at the junc- 
tion of the spinal column. 


In Cambodia the jDublic executioner 
does his work with the sword, chop- 
ping his victim wherever he may 
please. Beheading is the style afíected 
by China, while in Armenia the con- 
demned man kneels and has his throat 
cut quietly and peaceably by the exe- 
cutioner. 
This, however, is a fine 
death compared to that inflicted by 
the executioners of Central India. 
In 
former times the condemned man -wos 
forced to put his head on a block, 
where it was stepped on by an ele- 
phant. 


As for the domestic lives of public 
executioners, they are probably as 
quiet and happy as those of most men. 
At the same time the job is not one 
calculated to excite envy. 
The gar- 
rote is also employed in Sweden, 
Italy, Belgium 
and Norway. — New 
York Herald.

IN SENATE AND HOUSE. 
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The Monruo Dootrino and Cuban 
ultiou in tlio Uppor Body. 
"WASHiNaTON, Doc. 4.—The senate got 
down to real business yesterday. Natur-* 
ally tho protident's message attracted tho 
^ main attention of tho day, but asi^o from 
.this there wore stirring resolutions on tho 
Monroe doctrine and the Cuban rebellion. 


Mr. Lodgoi of Massachusetts, offered a 
resolution, vigorous in its terms, realHrm- 
ing tho principles of tho Monroe dootrino, 
and presenting thom in such form as to 
permit their enactment as a permanent 
law. rather than an expression of tho pol- 
icy advocated by President Monroe. In tho 
same line was a resolution by Mr. Cullom, 
of Illinois, and another by Mr. Allen, of 
Nebraska. 


The Cuban situation received somo at- 
tention, Mr. Call offering a resolution for 
tho recognition of the insurgents aa bel-. 
llgerents, and Mr. Pasco presented resolu- 
tions from tho city councils of Tampa and 
St. Augustine, Fla., expressive of the feel- 
ing for recognition of tho insurgents. The 
Gall resolution will bo called up this af- 
terooon, so that Cuba and the Monroo doc- 
trine will receive early attention, although 
tho purpose is to ailord opportunity for an 
expression of iUwb rather thau for an im- 
mediate vote. 


The session of tho house was very brief, 
and was consumed entirely by the reading 
of the president's message. It was listened 
to with fair attention, but tho features of 
tho dooument received no sign either of 
approval or disapproval from the jnem- 
bors until the conclusion of tho reading, 
when several Democrats created a flight 
domonstration. When it was £nished tho 
house adjourned until Friday,
